He says “Can we get 
no laws recarding the confinement or herd- 
ing of such animals, the same as in any 
Other part of Canada.” Ordinance No. 18 of 
the revised ordinances of the Territories 
makes provision for the impounding of all 
trespassing or stray animals and contains 
special provisions regarding bulls, but these 
provisions only take effect after a pound 
district has been erected, which of course is 
only done by the licutenant-governor at the 
request of the settlers, or a considerable 
nomber of them, resident within the limits 
of the proposed pound district.

RAILWAYS? 


Now that the first of September is passed 
and the country begins to take on the ap- 
pearance of fall there is likely to be a cessa- 
tion of railway rumors at least until next 
session of parliament. It is therefore a good 
time to count up what has been done. 
When spring opened there appeared a pro- 
spect of the country being gridironed before 
thistime. Butitis’t. The great and num- 
erous projects have most unanimously tailed 
to materialize. The most promising were 
the extension from Lethbridge into Montana, 
the Calgary and Edinonton line, and the 
Regina & Long lake line. If the first’ is not 
dead it is certainly soundly asleep; the 
second is evidently as dead as dead van be 
and only the third is in progress. Of the 


amount of work to be done on this latter or 


the immediate use that it will be to anyone, 
it isas well not to venture an opinion at 
present. A veiy short time will tell the 
tale. The extension of the N. P. & M. into 
the Northwest, upon which the people of all 
parte of the Territories rested their hopes 
is evidently not to be, as long as the com- 
bination between the Canadiai government 
and the C. P. R. company can prevent. 


Our eyes have been dazzled so greatly and 
eo frequently by the brilliant prospects held 
out by this or that promoter or projector 
that we have scarcely been able or thought 
it worth our while to get right down to busi- 
ness aud take measures to help ourseives. 
Uf it be true—as it is generally believed to be 
—that the construction at present in pro- 
ress on the Regina & Long lake road is the 
direct result of the political pressure brought 
to bear by the people of Prince Albert 
rather than of legitimate enterprise it is a 
strong hint to other parte of the country 
that they must use like means to attain like 
results, That is, that they must run down 
their country in order to yet the means to 
run it up. 


It has become amply evident that one of 
the greatest—if not the greatest drawback 
to independent railway enterprise in the 
Northwest is the fact that the C. P. R. has 
not yet selected its land grant. That until 
that grant is selected no railway company is 
able to avail itself of the nominally liberal 


grante of land made by the Canadian 
Kovernment and therefore is unable to con- 


struct ite road. It ies also evident that the 
C. P. R. has refrained from selecting its land 
grant for the very purpose of preventing 
other companies from proceeding with con- 
struction. This alone blocked the entrance 
of the N. P. & M into the Territories this 
year, The point to be insisted upon, then, 
by friends of the N. rthwest is that the C. P. 
KR. shall be compelled to finally select their 
land grant. Once this is done either the 
way will be clear for other companies; or,if 
the C, P. KR. will not open ap the country 
itself, the government will havé to step in 
aud still farther bonus it to construct 
branch lines, as has been done in the case 
of this Regina & Long lake. 

Although the present construction on the 
Kegina & Long lake may be the result of 
persistent and extravagant agitation it does 
not follow that a similar agitation carried on 
at Edmonton would be equally succeasful— 
and as yet the measure of success achieved is 
& question, It might perhaps be betcer to 
Join forces with the people of Battleford and 
Prince Albert to secure or ensure the exten 
sion of the Regina & Long lake to the North 
Saskatchewan at anearly date next season 
than to strike out on an agitation for a line 
direct to this point. There is every prospect 
that eighty miles of the Regina & Long lake 
road will be graded this fall. If bat work is 
only being done to pacify afew agitators it may 
be allowed to rest there fora year or two, 
Without Leing any practical benefit to any 
one, whereas if it were continued eighty 
tullee further to the elbow of the north 
branch it would put new life into the five 


/bundred miles of fertile country along the 


navigable waters of the Saskatchewan, from 
Edmonton to Prince Albert. To get the 
road extended to that point is certainly *| 
matter of deep interest to every one living | 
further up the river. Mf the road wove Lo | 


not extended bevond the point at which | 
construction will probably end this fall it | 
will be of but little practics!] benefit to any 
one. It is to the intervst of all parties along 
this river to have the Revins & Long lake 
road completed tothe North Saskatchewan as 
early next vear as possible. If we can secure 
the settlement of the location of the U. P. R. 
land grante so as tu clear the way ae much as 
possible for competing lines and the exten- 
sion of the Regina & Long lake to the 
Sa-katchewan early next season we will 
| have made very substantial progress toward 
| railway extensi n throughout the Territories 
jin the near future. This cannot be done 
| unless our representatives in parliament 
work and vote straight in the interest of the 
| country, without regard to the calls of 
party which bave held! them helpless so 
long.

MACKENZIE RIVER. 


Elmore Bros., traders,have sold out their 
business inthe Mackenzie river country to 
the Hudson's Bay Company. They had 
posts at Chipewyan, Fort Smith, Fort Pro- 
vidence and Fort Good Hope, the latter ciose 
to the Arctic circle. M. P, Eimore wintered 
at Good Hope and in the spring went down 
to Peel river to trade with the Esquimaux. 
Returning south ne met the boat and crew 
which wentdown from the Landing this 
spring with Mr. and Mrs, Geo. Elmore, near 
Fort Norman, There the loads were ex- 
changed, the Edmonton crew returning 
south and Messrs. M. &. Elmore and R. H. 
Armstrong going back to wind up matters 
at Good Hope before coming out. They are 
expected to arrive here in October. Mr. and 
Mrs. Geo. Elmore remained at Fort Smi 
while the boat went north to Fort Norman 
and returned, and will await the arrival of 
Messrs. Elmore and Armstrong at Edmonton. 
The Edmonton boat's crew tracked up the 
Mackenzie and Great Slave rivers from Fort 
Norman to Fort Smith, sailing across Great 
Slave lake. From Fort Smith they had the 
H. B. steamer Grahame to Fort McMurray, 
and tracked from: McMurray to the Landing. 
The Messrs. Klmore have been trading on 
the Peace, Athabasca and Mackenzie rivers 
since 1874. They first went into Peace river 
from Quesnelle, B. C.,the route still followed 
by H. F. Davis. In 1887 they abandoned 
that route and trading ground in favor of 
the Edmonton route to the Athabasca and 
Mackenzie and established poste further 
north on the latter river than any other 
trader ever did outside the H. B. Co. 

C. Fraser, trader, reached Chippewayn, 
safely with his outfit. 

Warburton M. Pike, of British Columbia, 
on his way to Fort Rae to hunt musk ox was 
making good progress towards his. destina- 
tion at last accounts,by the H.B. steamers. 

Hon. A. W. Everett, Count de Sainville 
and T. Young, who passed through Edmon- 
ton last spring to explore the Arctic coast 
from the mouth of the Mackenzie westwerd, 
reached Peel’s river safely. Count de Sain- 
Ville and Mr Young will winter there, and 
continue their journey inthe spring. Mr. 
Everctt left the party and crossed the portage 
to the waters of the Yukon intending to 
return home by way of Alaska. 

The water throughout the north is very 
low this year in both streams and ponds, 
although last year it was very high. On the 
upper Athabasca the steamer cannot get 
below Pelican rapids which doubles the 
ordiuary boating distance between the 
Sicamers Athabasca and Grahame. The 
Grand and succeeding rapids to Fort Me- 
Murray are more than usually difficult to 
navigate. But although the water is extra- 
ordinarily low the navigation is still good on 
the lower Athabasca, Great Slave and Mac- 
kenzie rivers. 

Although there was some starvation in the 
Mackenzie last winter owing to the failure of 
the deer, there was a good fur hunt and 
trade. The wether was the mildest ever 
known there. Considerable sickness pre 
vailed at Fort Smith and other points, in the 
forns of colds aud pains in the joints, making 
those attacked unable to move about. 
Although the sickness was general there 
were not manv deaths, 

The Mackenzie is described as a deep 
straight river with moderately swift current, 
varying from half atmile to five miles in 
width, There is no break in the navigation 
from its mouth at the Arctic ocean to Great 
Slave lake, or indeed to Fort Smith at the 
rapids of the Great Slave river, a distance 
of nearly a thousand miles The count ys 
on either side from: Great Slave lake to about 
100 wiles below Fort Simpson is level and 
hot greatly eievated above tne river. It is 
eovered with timber, chiefly of small siz 
The soil is of a light nature with rock ander- 
neath, Bock from the river the country is 
seid to be swampy, There are splendid 
xravel beaches along th river making the 
work of tracking bauts comparatively easy 
At Ports Providence and Simpson potatoes 
and barley had heen plantea and looked very 
well, Towards Ft Norman the country 
through which the river flows becomes moun- 
tainous. ’

bafracks occupied by the police are situated 
aud the hay recently delivered was stacked 
between the stables and the fort. 
policemen wereat the stable shortly after 
nine o’clock, putting a horse in, when they 
did not notice any fire. At about 9:40 the 
flames were bursting through the roof of the 
stable near the centre. The fire was first 
seen by Mrs. Hardisty from her residence 
which overlooks the fort and stables. At 
that time only a light could be seen shining 
on the ground beyond the stables and 
through a window in the roof. She caused 
the alarm to be given by the fort bell anda 
large crowd quickly gathered to render 
assistance. Jas. Ross also saw the light of 
the fire from near his residence and ran to- 
wards it. He had almost reached the build- 
ing when the alarm sounded, The stable 
was already full of smoke and flame and at 
the same time the fire began to break 
through the roof. Sets. Davidson and Gro- 
gan, who arrived next, suceeeded with 
difficulty in getting out the horse of Const. 
Sanson of Fort saskatchewan, which Was 
at the north end of the stable. This was the 
only horse saved. Const. Tuke entered the 
middle door of the stable and got one horse 
to the door but could not get him out. The 
stamping and expressions of agony of the 
horses as the fire devoured them were teri- 
ble. They were as fine a lot of horses as 
were in the force. Only one or two saddles 
were burned as they are kept in a room near 
the men’s quarters. The wind was not high 
and what there was carried the flaiwes away 
from the hay stacks. This made it possible 
to save them. The nearest stack was not 
more than tweive yards from the burning 
building and the other but little further, so 
that the heat was intense, One of the stacks 
caught fire, but by the greatest exertions 
using water buckets and wet blankets the 
iire was put out and the stacks saved. Had 
the stacks caught fire the H. B. fort would 
have been in some danger, although at a 
considerable distance, from the burning hay. 
In less than an hour from the first aluru of 
tire the building had collapsed and resembled 
a burning 1 heap, the charred remains of 
the horses being plainly to be seen through 
the flames. Tne danger was then over unless 
a change occurred in the wind, which fortun- 
ately did not change, but a watch was kept 
up all night. The cause of the fire is 
at present unknown but may be discovered 
at the official investigation which will take 
place on Monday. ‘The building was 
of log frame oyer a bundred feet long and 
mly wide enough for one row of stalis. The 
loft was very low, It had been in use by the 
Hudson’s Bay Company a® a stable for 
many yearsand the wood was very dry. The 
joss 18 estimated at 32,500.
